We  are  now  able  to  balance  our 
books  against  our  cash  at  the  close  of  each  day's  business,  and  have  a  complete  and 
thorough  record  of  all  transactions  of  the  day.  At  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  we  are 
able  to  give  promptly  a  complete  and  thorough  analysis  of  receipts  as  to  their  character 
and  soui'ce  from  which  they  came.  You  will  observe  that  we  show  considerable  detail 
and  comparative  data.  This  done  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  our  Legislators  and 
State  Departments  information  as  to  the  source  and  character  of  revenues  coming  into 
the  Treasury.
